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California Teachers Oppose Merit 
Rating for Salary Purposes 


On the matter of teachers’ salaries which is now under 
study at Chaffey by a representative committee of board 
members and teachers, it is interesting to note that the Cali- 
fornia Teachers’ association, southern section, has adopted a 
policy of opposing merit rating for salary purposes. 

While Chaffey teachers as yet have not expressed them- 
selves as a unit, most, if not all, belong to this association 
and are believed to be in agreement with the stand taken 
by the salary committee of their group. 

Also worth observing is the fact that Robert A- O'Dell, 
southern section legal counsel for the California Teachers, has 
questioned the constitutionality of the merit rating which is 
now in effect at Chaffey and which has been endorsed by 
the superintendent. 

The statement opposing the rating of teachers for salary 
purposes as approved by the teachers committee says in 
part: 
“... the California Teachers’ Association, Southern Sec- 
tion, views with misgiving the attempt to achieve these laud- 
able purposes by means of merit or other mechanical rating 
scales of teacher efficiency for salary determination. It is 
conceded that in the hands of competent educators such 
scales may be partially useful in diagnosing specific situa- 
tions. Nevertheless, this association states categorically that 
no one has been able to determine by scientific procedures 
what the essential attributes of a good teacher are. Further- 
more, there is disagreement among authorities as to the 
relative importance of the subjectively determined attributes. 
Such scales are developed subjectively and weighted ac- 
cording to personal bias. 

“The California Teachers’ Association, Southern Section, 
believes that the use of mechanical merit scales for salary de- 
termination is a complete denial of the value of the whole 
personality of a teacher... . 

“The California Teachers’ Association, Southern Section, 
contends that mechanical merit scales do not provide for un- 
biased analysis, that they are not based upon common sense, 
and that they are not just, either to children or teachers. 
The purpose of education is to bring about desirable changes 
in children. When teachers realize that the ratings are per- 
sonal, subjective, and even biased, and that the ratings may 
affect their livelihood. a barrier is raised between teachers 
and supervisors. 

“Then all effective cooperation for increasing teaching 
efficiency is destroyed. Teachers will be induced to concern 
( themselves more with skillful manipulation toward higher 
! ratings than with improvement of teaching skills» Favoritism 
; and political manipulation will become rampant. The use of 

the merit scale for salary determination is a perfect device 
for thus causing the moral decay of the school system.”
